The Times on the Present State and Future Pros. 
pects of the German Confederation — 


Very carcless or very stupid must that statesman 
be who can look without alarm on the present state 
and future prospects of the Germanic Contecderation. 
The crisis at which Germany has arrived reminds us 
only too forcibly, as regards her foreign relations, of 
the state of things in the early part of that most 
gloomy year of her history, 1806. At that period, as 
now, France was strong, warlike, and aggressive, led 
on by achief of surpassing ability, and entirely eman- 
cipated from those traditions which fettered, if they 
could not always restrain, the ancient movarchies of 
Europe. Austria then, as pow, was staggering and 
almost stupified under the eflects of a mighty blow, 
for Austerlitz has found no unworthy, gounterpart in 
Sollerino. Italy was then overshadowed by French in- 
fluence, and the smaller Powers of Germany, buried 
each profoundly in its own individual selfishners and 
shortsightedness, were considering, alike uamindgyl 
of the general interest; what could be snatched 
ffom the common ruin to increase their splendour 
or their influence. Prussia alone stood erect, confiding

The 
days are gone by when nations can be saved by a league 
of Sovereigns. Kings must take their people with them 
if they expect that their deliberations will amount to 
‘anything more than impotent manifestations. It is not 
by riveting fetters on one of the members of the Con- 
federation that the German Bund proves its aptitude 
for dealing with the emergencies of the present time.. 
Beaten, disheartened, disjointed, politically, morally,and 
materially bankrupt, Austria, the living death of what was 
once a flourishing Empire, is still the life and soul of the 
great Germanic Confederation. Her spirit animates the 
whole mass, her blood circulates through every vein, 
her voice rules their councils, her intellect presides 
over their deliberations. ‘The same inert regard for 
tradition, the same helpless inability to adopt new 
ideas, which rendered the defeat in Italy even more 
disgraceful than calamitous, give the tone to and dic- 
tate the measures of the Germanic Confederation. 
Austria forms the nucleus round which the petty 
States of Germany love to cluster; Austria forms the 
head whith their wise and magnanimous Sovereigns 
love to follow. Prussia, indeed, as in 1806, stands 
still erect, an exception to the rest of the Ger- 
manic Confederation. For Prussia has still a 
prosperous excheqver, and still a surplus reve- 
nue, and a Government which, if not exactly libe- 
ral, has liberal tendencies. But Prussia is more 
than counterbalanced in the deliberations ol 
the Bund by Austria, and, isolated she is from the 
rest of Germany, she may perhaps fi that she has 
little choice between repeating the can paign of 1506,

Lord J. RUSSELL, on laying upon the table papers 
referring to the late affairs in Italy, said the correspon- 
dence closed with the dispatch of M. Thouvenel, and a 
brief reply from the Government, in which they de- 
clared that they should keep the question of the neutra- 
lisation of the provinces of Savoy distinct from the 
general question of annexation. Four papers were in- 
cluded from Switzerland, where that country appealed 
to the Great Powers of Europe, who had made themselvis 
the guarantees of the neutrality of Switzerland, to hold a 
conference on the subject. The Government had replied 
that if this was considered the best mode of 
dealing with the difficulty, they should offer no objection; 
and the papers are included having reference to the 
Treaty of Turin, in the second article of which it was 
declared that it would be forthe French Emperor to 
come to some understanding with the other Powers, as 
to the neutralised districts of Savoy. The Government, 
therefore, entertained a confident hope that that impor- 
tant question would be seriously examined, so as to lead 
‘oa result alike satistactory to the Swiss Federal, and 
to the other Powers of Europe. He then proposed that, 
after the reassembling of the House, Government orders 
of the day should have precedence on Thursday. 
Several protests were made against this pro- 
position, by Colonel W. Patten, Mr. Disaeli, 
Sir J. Pakington. Lord Stanley, and others, who declared 
that it was a serious infringement of the rignt of private 
members, and that there was no adequate reason for any 
such demand. They urged the Government, instead of 
thus trenching on the rights of the House, to take some 
steps to improve the mode of conducting the business of 
the House. 
On the other hand, the Ministers—the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer,Lord Palmerston, and Lord J. Russell— 
urged there was most important business to be transact- 
ed ; that inroads were made on the time allotted to Go- 
ment business, and that the Llouse compelled Govern- 
vernment itself to undertake all important questions.

THE EDUCATION QUESTION. | 


TO THE EDITOR or THE en Ticks. 

Dran Sin.—A pamphlet on the Education Con . 
asking the question Who should throw stones, A., has 
been forwarded to me, in common (I dare say) with the 
clergy of this diocese. As the author does not give his name, 
while it must be admitted that bis tacts are incontrovertible, 
itoccurs to me to write to you on the subject, and if yon 
consider my suggestions of any value in the cue of trath, 
you may deal with them according to your erw by 
either publishing or disregarding this letter. The Chrictian 
forbearance towards those who differ from us advocated by 
the author of this pamphlet is worthy of all praise, bat his 
pamphlet throws no new light upon the subject at issue; it 
only adds to the number of the uncertain sounds that reach 
us, 

There is a point oí view, however, in which it appears to 
me this great question has not been sufficiently, if at all, re- 
garded; that is, as, a church question—one in which the 
distinctive teaching of the Church of England and Ireland 
is concerned, Not ony does the Church insist that the Holy 
Seriptures are the well spring of all truth, bat by a teaching 
ministry, by creeds and formularies, detires and endeavours 
to preserve the Catholic faith. Not forgetting the saferuard 
get up by our forefathers at the Reformation, every true 
branch of the Church of Christ embodies in her teaching, 
either of young or old, the spirit as well as the letter of God's 
Holy Word, We must, then, ander these responsibilities, 
and in consequence of the changes that are occurring, and 
likely to occur in the governing power of the country, be at 
issue sooner or later with our rulers, We must be antage- 
nistic with them upon the awful qnrestion—what is truth ?— 
as it was once delivered unto the Saints. How shall it be 
preserved and transmitted to posterity ? Our legislators 
are no longer eburchmen; even now they are not called 
Christians. The Education Question has been already tried 
on this basis in Canada, where we have colleces and schools 
free fromany State interference as rewards the subject mat- 
ter taught, or the manner of teaching it : and if the Na- 
tionel Society were not already in existence in England, the 
Church would have the same controversy there as we have 
here, 

Hoping, Mr. Editor, that some of your correspondents 
may he indaced to take up this sabject as a Church question,

He remembered when it was somewhat 
a questionable matter whether Sweden was really a fit 
place for missionary labours. There were those there 
who feared God. There was the Lutheran precept 
spread, but yet the matter was doulttiul. Now, let any 
one read the history of the present day, and compare it 
with the past, and how great was the error of the doubt, 
What great results had followed the missionary works 
carried on there! Who could say they were accidental? 
Did they not all rejoice at the gracious benefits 
reaped from the labours in Stockholm? Again, 
time was when a question arose as to the use of sending 
missionaries to France, when so many millions of 
heathens were destitute of the opportunities which her 
people possessed. He remembered the venerable man 
who had the honour and happiness of first preaching the 
Gospel in France, telling him of the prisoners who, daring 
and after the French war, were confined in England, in 
hulke or floating prisons in the Medway. By that man 
they were visited, and introduced into a knowledge they 
had never before acquired, and when peace was restored, 
and these prisoners were permitted to return to their 
own habitations, they carried with them the saving grace 
of Jeeus Christ, which, having proved to themselves rich 
and glorions, they spread industrionsly amongst their 
fliow-counteymen. Not alone by the selection of its 
agents v as that society blessed, but, likewise, it had the 
confidence of all men in ite pecuniary affairs. He (Mr.

Ile waa a firm believer in the promise that the Word of 
God would be heard in the uttermost parts of the 
earth, and that every creature would be awakened to 
the knowledge of the power of the Creator, and the

Ile thought the names 
of Thomas Jackson and William Nailer, who took part 
in the proceedings of that eventful occasion, were the 
only men now remaining on earth to tell its story 
Had he not, therefore, cause to feel a deep and heartfelt 
interest in the missionary cause? He had been greatly 
gratified at the report just read, which gave them real 
reason for thanks to Almighty God, who had afforded 
them ample proof that the work was Eis, by crowning 
their effurte with complete success. Lappy it was to 
find friends and supporters rising daily where they had 
never before been expected to be found. But they ought 
not to overlook the financial considerations, in regard to 
which there was also good reason for gratitude and thanks 
It was most encouraying that amongst their zealons 
aventa were severe! who had gone forth, from no other 
motive than the virtue and purity of the cause In re 
gard to China, many bright and happy proepecte were 
opening up there for the spread of the Scriptures.

What! isa counter-revolutionary army to be stationed on 
the frontiers of those States which haveso recently been 
placed under a constitutional regime? French diplomacy | 
should be sufficiently perspicacious to foresee the state 
of things whith such a — must necessarily 
lead to within a few wont he, or at any rate within a 
few years, When we have raised an edifice it is oni 
natural to repulse those who would sap its foundation 
and destroy it. If the King of the Two Sicilies were 
governor of Roma, he would be a most powerful 
counter-revolutionary agent; and, aide by the gold cf 
the Dukes of Modena and Tuscany,it would be very 
easy for him to foment troubles, to provoke some 
murderous chowannetic, and to keep up a dangerous 
agitation. In short, the idea is quite inadmissible 
that the French Government can ever think of sub- 
stituting Neapolitan troops for our legions- the (un- 
stitutionnel must be mistaken. Neapolitans at Rome 
As well have the Austrians there! We have hitherto 
said nothing of General Lamoriciere’s journey to 
Rome. We could not believe that the valiant African 
general, this Minister at War of the Republic under Ge- 
neral Cavaignac, could have put his glorious sword at 
the service of the Lopes Government. But the Royalist 
and clerical prints continue to announce the fact so po- 
sitively that we are forced to believe it. It was ru 
moured, we remember, before his exile, that the honour- 
able general had assented to the “ fusion.” The Papal 
troops, commanded by an able general, rallied to such a 
cause, and sup by a Neapolitan army, may be very 
dangerous, as it seems to us, to the “ idea” which our 
soldiers wen t to Italy to defend. We cannot understand 
how the French Government can refrain from using its 
influence at Rome to prevent such a consummation, 
Until official confirmation we shall continue to doubt 
General Lamoriciere’s acceptance ; we shall continue to 
doubt that he will make himself the instrument of Cardi- 
nal Antonelli. 


SPAIN, 
A private (Spanish) letter from Madrid of the 27th 
says that, in addition to the terms of peace concladed 
between the Moors and Spaniards, there is a proviso that 
the Moors are not to surrender, cede, or sell to any 
foreign Power the fortified place of Tangier. It 
further mentions that “ the telegraphic despatch of the 
26th, from the head-quarters of the army, announcin 
the preliminaries of peace, contained in cipher the aid 
proviso,” the mere temporary possession of Tetuan, the 
writer says, finds no favour with the political parties.

The reason, probably, is, he feels that the last 
hour of the Ministry is approaching ; he affects some 
political motive as the cause of his fall, and thinks it 
popular to adopt the ery of war at all risks, and of in- 
definite conquest, like those conquests which for 30 
years back France has obtained in Algeria.” 
The writer enters into some further particulars as to 
the motives for the war 
They were,” he sa¥s, “ vain andfutile, A pretext was 
desired by some for the war, and it was found; but Spain 
could have found a hundred greater causes of complaint 
than in October last against the Moors, and she never 
thought of making conquests in Northern Africa. The war 
was projected for a particalar object, and no one thought 
on the consequences of it. The military plans were 
pot very skilful; they were carried on blindly; and the 
direction of the operations was disastrous enough 
500,000,000 reals spent, and 16,000 men Aors de combat, 
to obtain—what? Why, 400,000,000 reals; and Heaven 
oaly knows how many wars we may have before the 
last instalment.is paid! The temporary occupation of 
Tetuan will cause some unpleasant moments to the 
country; it will upset more than a dozen of Ministries, 
one rapidly succeeding the other, and none but will be 
impeded in ite march by this African question. 
The public are of opinion that 400,000,000 reals 
do not compensate for the immense sacrifices in money 
and blood made by the country, and it is not forgotten 
that O'Donnell had viously demanded of the Moors 
the absolute surrender of Tetuan ; and that in the in- 
terview of the 23rd of February with Muley Abbas 
there was nothing agreed upon, as 0 Donnell insisted 
on keeping Tetuan at any cost. It is now known that 
(Donnell has had to yield on this point. The Pez 
Government having no authority over the wild Kabyles 
of the Ric, we must, I suppose, leave in Tetaan and its 
immediate vicinity 20.000 men to keep our communi- 
cations with the sea open, and, in case of need, to resist 
the attacks of the barbarous mountaineers who will be 
constantly annoying our soldiers. The expense of this 
force will not be much under 40,000,000 reals (%,. 
annually. You may then judge what are the great ad- 
vantages Spain will have gained by her costly war with 
the Moore and the general disappointment of the 
country.” 

The writer of the letter enters into various particu- 
lars touching the state of political parties at this mo- 
ment in Spain, and he appears to be convinced that the 
Cabinet, as it stands at present, will not long survive 
the return of O'Donnell to Madrid. 

Another private letter from Madrid announces that 
both the Queen and the public are equally dissatisted 
with the peace, aud indignant against O'Donnell ; that

Blackwood for April is not very ambitious in the 
subjects of its —— nor very striking in the treat- 
ment, but the number is on the whole good, and plea- 
sant in the variety. “ Wellington's Career” is an ar- 
ticle half-review half-eummary, founded on Brialmont 
and Gleig’s work.

In the first place it 
might be considered as an emblem of their being 
cleanséd from all (if, fer it Was 7 — 
of the Greeks, and afterwards adopted by t ie Homans 
from them, that the citizens who sat in judgment on 
any criminal had given to them a white and black 
stone; and, as they produced the one or the other, so 
the prisoner was condemned or acquitted. The black 
stone indicated guilt, and the white one innocence. 
Then, again, the successful competitors at the Olympic 
games of Greece were given white stones, with their 
names carved upoh them, and which also confer 

therh important civil and political privileges over 
the ordinary citizens. But all those present read in 
classic literature would best understand the import 
of the white stone that was to be given to 
the overcomers of the world by a reference to the 
Greek word, “Tessera.” There were three kinds of 
Tessera. There was that of convivialis, which meant 
nothing more than an invitation to an entertainment. 
In fact, it corresponded with a card ot invitation at 
the present time. There was also the Tessera of hos- 
pitalis, which meant much more than the Tessera of 
convivialis. It signified that the two individuals had 
entered into a compact of amity and friendship, and 
each bid his Teéseth, of White stone, which 
entitled him to his full share of everything the 
other enjoyed. So sacred was the possession of 
this white stone considered among the Greeks, 
that even if the original possessor of it was dead, 
his son or grandson, if possessing the Tessera, could 
claim his full share of everything possessed by the 
others. It was remarkable, Mr. Mortison observed, that 
when God intended to change a person's course of life he 
generally gave him a new name. Itwas so in the case 
of Abram, whose name became changed to Abraham ; 
and it was so in the case of Jacob, whose name became 
changed to Iersel; and it was so with Joshua, whose 
name was Lea ; before he was appointed to succeed Moses 
and ft was so with Simon, who became Peter, and so with 
Saul, who became Paul. Thus they being given a new name 
implied that the person given it would become a new 
creature ; or, as the Greek words meant, a new creation 
altogether, vor the old man would become crucified 
within them. The possession of the Tessera, or “ white 
stone,” would entitle them to draw from the exchequer 
of Heaven everything they stood in need of. He con- 
cluded a most interesting discourse by appealing per- 
sonally to all the congregation present to become par- 
takers of the hidden manna,” and possessors of “ the 
white stone, and also to become of those called by a 
“new name.”

vates thecontract. A vote more repugnant to reason, 
to justice, and to common tende, Was never given by 
the majority of a popular assembly. Moreover, the 
matter assumes a more serious shape when it is re- 
membered that the evidence of the casual conversation 
on ‘which the decision depends was hot taken upon 
oath. The transaction proves how wholly unfit a 
popular assembly is to adminisfer justice, especially 
when the party whose rights are assailed has only a 
minority to defend him. We believe, however, that 
Mr. Gladstone will find the contract remains na binding 
as ever, notwithetending the refusal of the majority to 
par the contractor. 

'xtraordinary purity in all election matters has thus 
been asserted by the present Ministers through their 
spokesumn, Mr. Gladstone. We now turn to the Dub- 
lin newspapers, and there find the announcement of a 
double job, which would seem to have been too groves 
for any official outside Dublin Castle. Mr. Cardwell is 
the Secretary in Parliament ; Lord Carlisle and Chan- 
cellor Brady aro the officials in power in Ireland. It is 
broadly stated in the publicaticns referred to that the 
vacancy in the Lord 71. of the county of Lon- 
donderry, caused hy the death of Sir Rohert Ferguson, 
has been filled by the [rish Chancellor (with the assent 
of Lord Carlisle) supplying an official of his Court to 
assume the chief governehip of a great county.

LONDONDERKY ELECTION. 
RETURN OF WILLIAM MCCORMICK, ES‘. 
The City of Derry election, which took place on Satur- 
day, was one of the closest borough contests on record, 
and resulted in the triumphant return of William 
M‘Cormick, eg, by a majority of about ulveteen over 
Mr. Greet. The exact majority will not be known un 
declared by the Mayor to-day (Monday), as there are 
some votes disputed by the respective conducting agents, 
Mr. Greer’s friends alleging that the majority does not 
exceed fifteen. From an carly hour in the morning, the 
streets leading to the County Court-house began to be 
filled. The three candidates —Messrs. MCormick, Greer, 
and Skiptou—had thir tally-rooms within a short dis- 
tance of each other, so that the crowds which throoged 
before the rooms completely blocked up the street. 

The polling commenced at eight v'clock there being 
five booths, and from the moment that the first vote 
was led, the excitement became intense Mr. 
Greets friends made a good show at first and polled 
steadily ahead for some time. At aime o'clock, Mr. 
Greer had a majority over Mr. M’Cormiek of twenty, 
and the bulletins announcing the fact laspired the 
Kadicala with high hopes. These were increased, 
when at ten o'clock, Mr. Greer had a majority of thirty- 
two over Mr. M*OCormick, and it was though by the 
Radicals that the day was won. Matters from that 
time began to change, Mr. M’Cormick's friend exerting 
themselves to the ututost, At eleven o'clock the ma- 
jority was redaced to fifteen, and at twelve o'clock to 
four, Mr. M’Cormick then got ahead of Mr. Greer, 
being at one o'clock six votes in advanca, at two o'clock 
twelve, and at three o'clock sirfeen.
